roar, hooting and yelling, and urging 
the men to quit their work and join 
them. 

Finally one of the lasters in the fac- 
tory jumped out of a window and, 
standing on the fence in front of the 
building, made a speech to the strikers, 


He was an Armenian and in broken 
English he made known the attitude 
of the men who remained at work in 


the building. He sald that he anda 
majority of the lasters sympathized 
with the strikers, but that at noontime, 
when the strike was declared, the gates 
of the building were closed and = the 
men were locked in. 

Concluding bs remarks, he jumped 
off the fence into the crowd and called 
to his fellow-workers follow him, 
which the most of them did.  After- 
wards many of the Hennessy & Thomp- 
son lasters started back to their room 
after their kits, but were refused admit- 
tance. The strikers remained at the 
factory until late in the afternoon, con- 
tinuing their demonstration 

On their way back to the headquar- 
ters the strikers visited the Albert 
Creighton & Son factory on Willow 
street. They arrived there just as the 
employes were leaving the factory for 
the day, and the lasters assured their 
striking brothers that they weuld not 
return to work today. 

The union officials state that the dem- 
onstrations will be continued and every 
where men are at work in the 
lasting departments will be visted. 

A mass meetng was beld upen the 
return of the strikers to the union head-

New Car Line 
To Shipyard | 


The workmen at the shipyard are 
expected to be present in large num- 
bers tonight at the City Council meet- 
ing to speak in favor of the petition 
of the street railway for a location 
for a curve track to connect its line 
on Quincy avente with the private 
railroad running into the shipyard. 

Such a line would be appreciated 
by the thousands of workmen. As it 
is now the men must walk nearly 
three-fourths of a mile to reach the 
nearest car line. In stormy weather 
and during the winter months this is 
a great hardship. With the building 
of the curve track petitioned for, 
workmen would be landed within a 
few steps of their work. 

At night after work they could 
take the cars in the yards and would 
reach their homes from fifteen min- 
utes to half an hour earlier, 

One of the drawbacks the company 
has experienced is the difficulty in 
getting good men because of the 
lack of facilities for getting to and 
from work. 

If the location asked for is granted 
the line will probably be built this 
fall. It is not proposed to run cars 
to the shipyard at all times but sim-

It was 
constructed from his own designs, as- 
sisted by the engineer, Glenn H. Cur 
who built the engine and eight 
eylinder forty horsepower motor. Lieu- 
tenant Selfridge did not go up in the 
first flight, which was made March 12 
of this year. F. W. Baldwin, a civil 
engineer of Toronto and an active mem- 
ber of the association, operated the ma- 
chine, and it made a successful flight 
over Lake Keuka of 31S feet 11 inches

ROOSEVELT SCORES, 


'|Points Out the Fatal Weakness | 
of Socialistic Schemes. 


%eq@minent Socialists Declare His Stric- 
tures Unfair, but Are Confuted by 
the Statements of Other Members of 
Their Own Party. 


Judging from the angry replies of 
Socialists, President Roosevelt must 
have struck home in the address in 
which he recently paid his respects 
to socialism in the following words: 

“We have made this country what it 
ls partly because we have measurably 
succeeded in securing in the past 
equality of opportunity. That is very 
different from equality of reward. 

“T believe emphatically in doing ev- 
erything that can be done by law or 
otherwise to keep the avenue of occu- 
pation, of employment, of work, of in- 
terest, so open that there shall be, so 
far as it is humanly possible to achieve 
{t, a measurable equality of opportuni- 
ty—equality of opportunity for each 
man to show the stuff that is in him. 
But when it comes to reward let him 
get what by his energy, foresight, in- 
telligence, thrift, courage, he is able to 
get if the opportunity opens, I don’t 
believe in cuddling any one. I would 
no more permit the strong to oppress 
the weak than to tell a weak man or 
a Viclous man that he ought by rights 
to have the reward due only to the 
man who actually earns it. Very prop- 


erly we in this country set our faces 
against privilege. 

“There can be no grosser example 
of privilege than that set before us as 
an ideal by certain socialistic writers— 


the ideal that every man shall put into 
\the common fund what he can, which 
would mean what he chose, and should 
take out whatever he wanted. In oth-

Scrapping a Good Pump. 

The city of Joliet, Ill, has just been 
heavy and unnecessary ex- 
because of the lack perma- 
nence of important employees, which is 
one of the characteristics of municipal 
operation.

“By one of those strange igonies of 
fate which sometimes overtake the 
benefaetors’of individuals, peoples or 
races the state of Kansas, which has 
done more perhaps for the negro than 
any other state in the Union, is 
now suffering a grievous political 
wrong from the hands of the freed- 
man and his descendants. 

“William A. Harris would now be 
governor of Kansas had it not been for 
the ignorant negro vote, and there have 
been times in the past when the Demo- 
cratic party could have elected its 
state ticket had it not been for the 
ignorant black vote of Kansas City, 
Kan., Leavenworth, Atchison, Law- 
rence and Topeka. 

“There was a time when the negro 
vote was not a considerable factor in 
Kansas politics, but that time has 
passed. The influx of negroes from the 
south, the rapid multiplication of those 
native to Kansas soil and the increas-

against such ordinance. The ordin- 
ance shall thereby be suspended, the 
municipal council shall then consid- 
er it and either repeal it or submit it 
to the voters at a special election. If 
such ordinance does not receive a 
majority of votes at such election it 
shall not become a law. 

Twenty-five percent of the voters 
may compel any election for the pur- 
pose of remeving any member of the 
municipal council or school com- 
mittee. 


The mayor has a vote in the munic- 
ipal council but not the power to 
veto.

Better Days 
For the Farmers 


President Roosevelt's mail is 
stacked high these days with letters 
concerning the commission on coun- 
try life, which he recently created, 
and the number of communications on 
the subject is growing greater daily. 
A rather strange feature of this cor- 


respondence, considering the far- 
reaching significance of the commis- 
sion, is that so far it has contained 
comment from 
any quarter. The suggestions are all 
constructive, and many of them will 


no word of adverse 


prove of great help to the Commis- 
sion when it formulates its plans of 
campaign. 

Many of the letters to the Presi- 
dent are from men whose names are 
known everywhere, but the bulk of 
them are from the men who are most 
Vitally interested—the farmers them- 
selves. The general tenor of the 
farmers’ letters shows that not only 
are they deeply concerned in the work 
of the Commission, but that they 
have clear-headed ideas of the Presi- 
dent’s purpose in starting the  in- 
quiry and of what the outcome may 
be. The writers get down to the 
business and set forth their ideas with 
a hard-headed logic and clearness of 
Statement that makes it seem a little 
doubtful if the belief of some per- 
sons that rural schools ought to be 
improved is well-founded. 

The one point in which all the 
farmers without exception agree with 
the President is that the greatest 
trouble with agricultural life is its 
isolation. The remedy for this that 
is most frequently proposed is better 
roads. Another solution that is ad- 
vocated by a large proportion of the 
writers is that a means be sought to 
prevent the holding of large farms by 
persons or corporations who do not 
work them themselves. 

The argument is advanced that 
such action would attract settlers to 
the country and that the wide spaces 
between farms would be broken up 
and that further if the big tracts 
which are now worked by absentee 
owners or held for speculation were 
split up among in lependent owners. 
there would be greater opportunity for 
sinall farmers to come in and gain 
profitable livelihoods.

BOYS PAY TO PE "SAILORS. 


| Pasa 
White Star oninines Vessel Ships 
Forty Cadets at $1,000 Per Head. 


The White Star line training ship 
, Mersey has sailed from Liverpool on 
her first voyage for Melbourne, Aus- 
tralia, with forty cadets whose par- 
ents have paid $1,000 each to have 
their sons trained for four years to 
become officers in the merchant ma- 
rine. The boys will be instructed in 
navigation as well as seamanship. 


The cadets have been recruited from 
the middle class families in England. 
After passing the second mate’s ex- 
amination they will be eligible for a 
position as sixth mate at a wage of 
$30 per month. 


The company has been forced to 
equip the Mersey on account of the 
dearth of officers in England, Fifteen 


years ago the Peninsular and Oriental 
company had a waiting list of appli- 


cants containing over 300 names, and 
last summer the company was com- 


pelled to take cadets who had never 
been to sea before from the school- 
ships in the river Thames and Mersey 
as fifth and sixth officers on their lin- 
ers to the far east. 

With forty boys on the the 
few able seamen who have been ship- 
ped to lead the watches will not have 
a rosy time. The White Star line will 
not lose money, as it gets $40,000 cash, 
and the Mersey, will run at com- 
paratively small cost.

FORTUNES 
SPOIL BOYS 


Bryan Expresses That Belief 
Before University Students 


CAMPAIGN FUND ARGUMENTS 


Says Republican Convention Leaders 
Betrayed Rank and File ot Their 
| Own Charged 
With Violating Spirit and Letter of 


Party==Roosevelt 


Every Civilizzd Law==Four Years 


Enough For President 


Chicago, Oct. 9.—Having temporarily 
bridged the political chasm which 
separated them and shaken hands with 
his Republican opponent, William J. 
Bryan again sallied forth and resumed 
dis warfare. Not only Mr. Taft, but 
President Roosevelt came in for severe 
werbal castigution at his hands. Yes- 
terday Iorenoon wus spent by the Dem- 
ecretic candidate in holding conferences 
with his lieutenants at headquarters 
and in the delivery of an address before 
the Lakes-to-the-Gulf Waterways con- 
gress. In the noon at Evanston 
he addressed several thousand  stu- 
dents of Northwestern university and 
cilizens of the city and last night spoke 
at Chicago Heights before a big gather- 
ing of laboring men. Iie left this 
morning for Joliet, Streator, Dallsburg 
and Quincy, Ills., and at Hannibal, Mo., 
Will make his final address of the day. 

Mr. Bryan's principal remarks yes- 
terday were made at Northwestern uni- 
versity. Addressing himself especially 
to the students, he said he wished to 
get them started right. He referred to 
the fact that his father did not leave 
Lim much money. 

“l am rather glad that he did not,” 
he said, “for I think fortunes have 


SS 


spoiled more boys than they ever have 
aided and a fortune in expectation has 
paralyzed ambition more than it has 
ever stimulated it.” He then referred 
to the advice his father had given him, 
that he could afford to be in the minor- 
ity, but that he could not afford to be 
wrong on any question. 

Mr. Bryan charged that the Republi- 
can leaders were not going in the di- 
rection that the people of the Republi- 
ean party wanted to go. In rejecting 
the publicity of campaign funds be 
fore election, he said, the Republican 
leaders of the convention had in June 
last betrayed the rank and file of their 
own party and wmisrepré@sented the 
voters of the country. Taft had re- 
pudiated that action, but only half way. 
He also attacked Taft's position on 
the tariff, trusts and labor questions. 

Once again he flayed President 
Roosevelt for interfering, as he said, 
in the campaign. The vigorousness 
with which he spoke aroused the crowd 


to cheers. The president, he 


had violated both the spirit and the 
letter of every civilized law by intimi- 
dating the several hundred thousand of- 
ficeholders. 

“IT have no corporation behind me,” 
he declared. “I have had no rich rela- 
ives to furnish money for the cam- 
paign. I had but one thing to rely upon 
and that was my advecacy of things 
that I believe and that the people of 
my party believe. I have made my tight 
and I stand as the representative of 
millions of people who helieve as I do, 
and I say to the president that he 
should stand aside and let his man and 
me fight it out before the American 
people.” 

The reference to Taft as “his man” 
caused a ripple of laughter among the 


audience. Continuing, Bryan said that 
he believed the president's interference 
“violates a sense of justice that can be 
found in every human heart, and I have 
a right to criticise this use of the presi- 
dency 

“IT tried to get an amendment that 
would make the president ineligible for 
re-election, and I have said in three 


campaigns that if elected I would not 
be a candidate for re-election. I believe 
that when «a man occupies that office 


and holds in his hand the people's 
power, he ought not to bhe@empied to 


use it for his own ambition. I believe 


that he ought to be there, ready to de- 
vote himself to the welfare of his ecoun- 
try and not to concern himself about 
the nomination of his successor, If I 
am elected T want to tear from my heart 
every selfish ambition and for four 
years give to my country whatever abil 
ity I have that I may again work to 
make this again a government in which 
the people rnie

The opening speaker was Thomas J. 
Boynton, former mayor of Everett. 
Charles J. Barton of Melrose, candi- 
date for lieutenant governor, discussed 
the state issues and was followed by 
James F. Aylward of Cambridge, can- 
didate for secretary of state. Con- 
gressman O'Connell spoke at length on 
the national issues. 

An enthusiastic reception was given 
James H. Vahey, the candidate for 
governor, who was the closing speaker 
of the evening. He discussed the party 
issues of the two leading parties as af- 
fecting the commonwealth, deploring 
the increase in the state tax, arguing 
for the abolition of the lobby and pre- 
senting his plans for the coming cam- 
paign. 


Governor Prouty Takes Office 

Montpelier, Vt., Oct. 9.—Governor 
Prouty was Inaugurated with the usual 
simple ceremonies. In his inaugural 
address he recommended a= careful 
study of the taxation problem, which 
he said was in great need of reform. 
He recommended that all “offsets” in 
taxes be abolished and that the pres- 
ent law taxing intangible property 
should be repealed. 

Governor Prouty favored a reor- 
ganization of the courts, assigning more 
work to district courts and providing 
for the hearing of many cases by ref- 
erees. He recommended the formula- 
tion of a public service commission to 
supervise telegraph and telephone com- 
panies. 

The governor favored the transfer of 
supervision over insurance companies 
from the secretary of state and state 
treasurer, as at present, to an insurance 
commissioner,

Cincinnati, Oct. 9.—William H. Taft 
is a registered voter in precinct H, ward 
2, of the city of Cincinnati. He regis- 
tered yesterday, his last opportunity 
before the November election, thus ac 
complishing the object for which he 
came here yesterday. The registry of- 
fice is a plumbing shop, and when the 
candidate entered it he was put through 
the regular catechism by the registry 
clerk. Taft busied himself yesterday 
with Arthur I. Vorys in arranging the 
details of his Ohio itinerary. It has 
not yet been completed. 


Cockran Not In the Race 

New York, Oct. 9.—Michael Conrey, a 
lawyer, was nominated for the congres- 
sional seat held at present by W. Bourke | 
Cockran at the Democratic congres- 
sional convention of the Twlefth New 
York district. The nominee is a strong 
supporter of Tammany Leader Murphy. 
Cockran’s name was not presented to 
the convention. 


Master Craftsman Passes On 

New York, Oct. 9.—John W. Kerwin, 
foreman of the American Press Asso- 
Ciution’s stereotyping department, died 
at his home in Flushing, N. Y., after 
a brief illness. He leaves a wife and 
six children. Kerwin was a native of 
Chicago and 46 years of age. He en- 
tered the employ of the American 
Press Association twenty-five years 
ago. Kerwin was master of his trade 


and recognized as one of the best stere- 
otypers in the country.

EMPLOYEE STOCKHOLDERS. 


A Boston Corporation Shares Its Profits 
With Its Employees. 

Of the 6,086 preferred stockholders 
of the Massachuusetts gas companies 
650 are employees of the Boston Con- 
solidated Gas company under the prof- 
& sharing plan, placed in operation 
two years ago at the time the sliding 
scale act was adopted. 

Under the terms of the profit shar- 
ing plan any person who has been in 
the employ of the company for one 
year or more who is of good habits, 
faitl#al, energetic and honest Is paid 
the same premium or dividend on the 
amount of his compensation that the 
stockholder receives as dividend on his 
investment—viz, as the Boston Consol- 
idated Gas company paid 8 per cent 
on its stock in the June 30 fiscal year 
the employees received an addition of 
8 per cent in their annual salary. 

The amount set aside for employees 
is not paid in cash, but is credited to 
them, and when a sufficient sum ac- 
cumulates to enable the purchase of 
one or more shares of .the preferred 
stock of the Massachusetts gas com- 
panies the president {s authorized to 
make the purchase. When this stock 
is once purchased it becomes the ab- 
solute property of the employee, and 
he has the right to do with it as he 
sees fit, but before selling it he must 
first notify the president of his inten- 
tion to do so, and if there is any rea- 
son why he should sell it—because of 
the actual need of the money, for in- 
stance—he may dispose of it without 
restrictions. 
the opinion of the chief executive no 
good reason exists for disposing of the 
stock the employee may sell it, but 
he will 
sharers’ list in the future. Provision 
is also made that any balance that is 
not used for the purchase of Massa- 
chusetts gas stock be placed to the 
credit of the employee on the books 
of the company at 4 per cent interest. 

The object of this plan is to secure 
better results from employees and to 
encourage them to be frugal and eco- 
nomical. Every employee except the 
president is eligible as a profit sharer. 
In the past fiscal year the company 
paid about $45,000 in premiums to its! 
employees.—Progressive Age. 


Reaping the Whirlwind. 
Wheeling, W. Va., has gone more} 
deeply into municipal ownership than 
almost any other city in the United, 
States. Some of its undertakings are 
in desperate need of reconstruction, 
but apparently nobody wants to lend 
it the necessary money, and no depre- 
ciation fund has been provided. The) 
situation is thus described in the Mu-| 
nicipal Journal and Engineer: 

“As a result of inability to sell mu-| 
nicipal improvement bonds, which 
have been authorized by citizens in aj 
popular election, Wheeling finds itself | 
in a very serious predicament. There | 
were bids for but a little over $50,000 
worth of the issues of $695,000, and it| 
is likely that a new ordinance will 
have to be framed for resubmission to | 
the people, entailing additional ox 
pense and necessarily retarding the} 
work on the improvements. Bids had 
been advertised for, and but three were 
received. Two were from citizens who 
were willing to take a small amount! 
at par. The third was from a Kansas | 
City corporation, made with the pro-| 
viso that all the contemplated work be} 
awarded the company at a reasonable | 
price.”’

REPUDIATION 
OF GOMPERS 


Keefe’s Action Said to Have 
Been instigated by Roosevelt 


‘MADE A PROMISE OF OFFICE 


Deal Said to Have Been Made at 


Washington by Which Labor Leader 
Was to Be Made Commissioner 
Genera! of Immigration as Reward 
For Turning From Bryan to Taft 


«=Roosevelt’s Offer Accepted 


New York, Oct. 14-—The Demo- 
eratic national’ committee, through 
John J. Gordon, assistant and acting 
chief of the press bureau at headquar- 
ters, last night made public the follow- 
ing statement: 

“It was stated at the national Demo- 
aTatic committee headquarters tonight 
that President Roosevelt, by promise of 
ottice, has succeeded in having one of 
the big men of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor desert President Gom- 
pers in his advocacy of the election of 
Mr. Bryan for the presidency. 

“The labor leader in question is Dan- 
jel J. Keefe of Detroit, president of the 


International Association of Long- 
shoremen, and one of the vice _ presi- 


dents of the Federation of Labor. 

“The Democratic committee alleges 
that Keefe and the president were 
closeted for several hours in Washing- 
ton om Saturday, Oct. 3, and the offer 
of being named commissioner general 
of immigration, made vacant by the 
death of Commissioner Sargeant, was 
Anade in consideration of Keefe re- 
pudiating Mr. Gompers and the execu- 
tive council of the Federation. Keefe, 
on Saturday last, issued a statement in 
which he said, ‘I am going to vote for 
William H. Taft.’ 

“It is pointed out that on Sept. 26 
last the executive council of the Am- 
erican Federation of Labor issued a cir- 
cular calling on all organizations of la- 
bor to work for the defeat of Mr. Taft 
and Republican congressmen seeking 
re-election, and Mr. Keefe authorized 
his-signature to be attached to it. 

“The source of the Democratic com- 
mittee’s information was not divulged 
tonight, but the information was of- 
fered that if Mr. Keefe or President 
Roosevelt deny the charge another big 
labor leader, now in New York, will 
come forward with facts to prove that 
the offer was made and Mr. Keefe ac- 
cepted it, and has commenced to make 
good his part of the deal.” 


Keefe Enters a Denial 

Detroit, Oct. 14.—President Keefe of 
the International Longshoremen, Ma- 
rine and Transport Workers’ associa- 
tion, when informed of the statement 
made at national Democratic headquar- 
ters in New York that he had been 
promised the position of commissioner 
general of inrmigration in return for 
his advocacy of the presidential candi- 
dacy of William H. Taft, entered a vig- 
orous denial. After having the state- 
ment read to him Keefe said: 

“I was not closeted with President 
Roosevelt. I did see him on Oct. 3, but 
it was only a four or five minutes’ audi- 
ence, at which several others were pres- 
ent. These included P. H. Morrissey, 
head of the Brotherhood of Railway 
Trainmen, and I think one of the others 
wis General Powell Clayton. There 
were others that I did not know. Iam 
of the opinion that every word that was 
said to me at that time was overheard. 

“The president did not offer me the 
position of commissioner general of 
immigration, directly or indirectly, then 
or at any other time. 

“The executive council of the Amer- 
jean Federation of Labor did not to my 
knowledge send out any such circular 
as is referred to in the dispatch from 


the little outburst of cheering broke 
into an uproar which lasted for five 
minutes. A still larger crowd awaited 
Debs ut Rutgers square, where he 
made his next speech. 

Mr. Debs retired to the “Red Spe- 
tial” in the railroad yards iast night 
and hts physicians took him in hand. 
While there is no immediate cause for 
Blarm over bis condition, still his physi- 
clan says that unless he rests he will 
not be able to continue the schedule 
made out for the “Red Special” tour, 
which has now lasted forty-one days 
and was planned to continue until the 
day before election. 


Bryan Makes Twenty-One Speeches 

Wahoo, Neb., Oct. 14—William J. 
Bryan yesterday campaigned in his 
own state and last night in this place 
completed the first of his three days’ 
tour of Nebraska. Big crowds greeted 
him at every point and when his day’s 
work was over he had delivered twenty- 
one speeches. His arguments were con- 
fined mostly to the stands of Mr. Taft 
and Governor Hughes, who recently 
visited Nebraska. 

Mr. Bryan accused Mr. Taft of not 
making the speech in Nebraska that he 
had been making in other parts of the 
eountry. “He did not discuss the guar- 
antee of bank deposits,” he said, 
“doubtless because he was informed 
that the people of Nebraska are in favor 
of the guaranteeing of deposits. His 
appeal was to the farmers and it was 
based on the fact that the farmers have 
had good crops and fair prices. Ail 
who think that the Republican party 
is responsible for good crops should 
thank the Republican party. Those 
who believe as we do that the good 
crops ure due to the fertility of the soil, 
to seasonable rains and to the warmth 
of the sunshine, should thank the AI- 
mighty.” Speaking of the empty din- 
ner pajj, he said it was void because 
the bottom had dropped out of it. 


Tatt Has a Busy Day 

East Liverpool, O., Oct. 14.—In the 
midst of the steel and iron district of 
Cleveland William H. Taft command- 
ed the close attention of an immense 
audience proverbially regarded as the 
hardest place in the state of Ohio fora 
political speaker to obtain a respectful 
hearing. He showed from his view- 
point why it was that the American 
workman needed the protection of the 
tariff and what had been the result 
when he had not had that protection. 
He followed this with a detailed ac- 
count of his ewn personal experience 
with the labor world, following the 
lines of his previous speeches. 

The front trucks of the candidate’s 
ear and the rear trucks of the Pullman 
preceding it went off the track just as 
the train was coming to a halt on a sid- 
ing at Sterling. No other damage than 
the track being torn up wasdone. Four- 
teen audiences were addressed by the 
candidate yesterday. 


Lodge Repeats Boston Speech 

Worcester, Mass., Oct. 14.—A largely 
attended Republican rally was held 
here last night. Secretary of the In- 
terior Garfield spoke on national issues 
and characterized Bryan's guarantee of 
bank deposits plan as “dishonest.” 
Senator Lodge repeated the speech 
made in Boston for a larger navy, and 
Lieutenant Governor Draper spoke on 
national issues, stating that he consid- 
ered those more important than the 
matter of his election to the guberna- 
torial chair. 


Bennet Heads Speakers’ Bureau 

New York, Oct. 14.—Chairman Hitch- 
cock of the Republican national com- 
mittee announced last night that Rep- 
resentative W. S. Bennet of New York 
city had been selected as chairman of 
the speakers’ bureau in place of Mr. 
Dupont, who recently resigned. 


Against Reduction of Wages 

Boston, Oct. 14.—The employes of the 
Boston and Northern Street railway 
held all-night meetings in their respec- 
tive cities and towns to consider the 
report of the committee of the union 
on the proposed change in the wage 
schedule of the existing agreement.

OF A MISSIONARY.

After spending ten years in India as 
@ missionary I returned to America to 
recuperate from the effects of the In- 
dian climate, Arriving in June, | went 
on the Ist of July to a region of high 
altitude in order to get the benefit of a 
bracing air. I found the change very 
beneficial. Instead of the hot Indian 
air 1 breathed an invigorating atmos- 
phere. From the date of my arrival I 
gained strength. 

At N., not far distant, there was a 
church, and some of the congregation, 
bearing that a woman missionary was 
at our hotel, sent me word that if I 
would give them some account of my 
work the next Sunday afternoon they 
would take up a collection for my mis- 
sion. I accepted and Sunday morning 
set out to walk to N. Those who had 
invited me offered to send for me, but 
I preferred to walk. 

I had made half the distance when I 
overtook a woman walking in the 
same direction. I am one of those who 
take every opportunity to save a soul, 
so I accosted her. She was fairly well 
dressed and respectable looking, and 
after a few remarks about the fresh- 
ness of the country and the deep blue 
of the sky I entered on the subject in 
which I was and am absorbed. To ar- 
rest her attention I began by telling 
her about my life as a missionary. She 
seemed much interested—indeed, so in- 
terested that whenever I attempted to 
lead her to the subject of her own 
spiritual condition she would not per- 
mit, holding me to what to her was the 
more attractive subject. Thinking it a 
good opportunity to rehearse what I 
intended to say in the afternoon, I did 
so. When I had finished the woman 
asked me a number of personal ques- 
tions, such as my name and whether I 
had met any of those I was about to 
address. I told her my name and said 
I had never seen a single person of the 
congregation or indeed any one at N. 
She remarked that she should think I 
would be embarrassed at speaking to 
strangers, and I replied that I was a 
trifle timid in doing so. 

As we walked on the woman at a 
place where the path was narrow fell 
behind me. Suddenly I felt both my 
wrists clasped in a firm grip, and be- 
fore I realized it they were bound to- 
gether at my back with a handker- 
chief. My companion, who had done 
this, then forced me on my back on 
the ground, both arms being under me, 
and, tearing my underskirt, she made 
cords of it and bound my ankles. Havy- 
ing done this, she put me on her shoul- 
der and carried me into a wood so far 
from the road that 1 would not be 
seen, put a gag in my mouth, sat me 
on a log and, making cords of other 
parts of my clothing, bound me to a 
tree growing against it. Then she left 
me, telling me not to worry, for she 
would come back to me before sunset 
the same evening. 

There was nothing for me to do but 
wait. If the woman did not come back 
I would starve. If I was compelled to 
stay even one night in the position she 
had placed me I would surely be a 
wreck before morning. I wondered 
what could be her object. Suddenly it 
occurred to me that I had heard of a 
large insane asylum in the neighbor- 
hood. Might she not be an escaped 
lunatic? I did not doubt that she was 
and that she would probably forget all 
about me. The thought was madden- 
ing. 

For a time I was not a bodily suf- 
ferer, but after awhile sitting in the 
same position without being able to 
change became very painful. My 
watch was in my belt, but I could not 
see it. I wished that I might in order 
to know how fast or rather how slow- 
ly the time was passing. That the wo- 
man had not taken it convinced 


me 


| that she was not a thief, but insane. 


There was some comfoft in this, for if 
she was not responsible for her acts 
her immortal soul was not in peril 

True to her promise, just before sun- 
set she returned to me and asked 
whether if she unbound me I would 
go back from whence I came without 
attempting to injure her. I was glad 
enough to promise, and, loosening the 
cords, she helped me on to my feet, 
gave me her arm and conducted me to 
the road. We had gone but a short 
distance when, hearing wheels behind 
us, she said she would secure me a 
ride on my again promising not to 
divulge what she had done. I prom- 
ised, and she seemed to feel assured 
that I would keep my word. A farmer 
in a buggy drove by, and the woman 
asked him if he would give me a lift. 
He consented, drove me to within a 
short distance of my hotel, and I 
walked the rest of the way, reaching 
it after all had gone to bed. 

The next day I was not in a condi- 
tion to leave my room. Some ladies 
in the house were very kind to me 
though I needed to be left alone. [ 
was too wrought upon to tell any one 
of the experience I had passed through 
and had no desire to punish the woman 
for what she had done, especially as I 
considered her demented. ; 

After resting twenty-four hours I 
awoke refreshed and able to look over 
my mail, which arrived after break- 
fast. Among my letters was one from 
the vestry of the church at N. saying 
that they had met and passed a vote 
of thanks for my admirable address 
on the preceding Sunday. 

I was paralyzed with astonishment. 

As soon as I was able I was driven 
to N., where I learned that the woman 
who had bound me had appeared in 
my stead at the church, delivered my 
address, taken the largest offering col- 
lected in many months and insisted in 
setting out to walk alone back to my 
hotel. She was never heard from.

Judge Taft's Decision In the Narra- 
more Personal Injury Case.

A Plea To Have It Celebrated on a 
Monday. 

The first presidential 
day proclamation was.issued by Wash - 
ington in 1789. The day designated by 
him was Thursday, Noy. 26. Six years 
later, when he again invited the people 
to return thanks for blessings received, 
the day selected was Thursday, Feb. 
19. When in 1863 President Lincoln 
announced a national day of Thanks- 
giving he chose the one first selected 
by Washington—the last Thursday in 
November. That bas been the practice 
during the last forty-five years. 

Now some innovators who have no 
respect for precedent and are ready to 
challenge any custom, no matter how 
venerable, are asking why there should 
not be a change, says the Chicago Trib- 
une. They do not take exception to the 
month, but they do to the day of the 
week. They say that if the annual 
thanks were to be given on Monday in- 
stead of Thursday nobody would be 
put out in any particular, while there 
would be a distinct gain for many. A 
Thursday holiday cuts the week in 
two. A Monday holiday would only 
clip off a day at the beginning of it. 
The schoolteachers and the children 
would be delighted with three consecu- 
tive days of freedom. Business men 
and their employees, it is alleged, 
would be better satisfied if Monday 
were selected. People who wished to 
celebrate away from home would have 
to sacrifice one business day less to 
do it. 

This reasoning has foree. It may 
have convinced the Canadian govern- 
ment, which recently announced that 
the Dominion Thanksgiving day was 
to be on Monday hereafter. Every- 
body is pleased when Christmas or the 
Fourth of July comes on a Monday, for 
it means two consecutive days of no 
work. Labor day on Monday 
and is none the less welcome. People 
can give thanks and eat turkey on 
Monday as well as on Thursday.

THE WAY TO FUMIGATE. 


People Think Duty Done if 

Sulphur Is Burned. 

If you live in the country or where 
there is no board of health to fumi- 
gate for you after a contagious dis- 
ease, it is well to know how to do it 
for yourself. 

Some persons think their duty done 
if a few sticks of sulphur are burned 
in a room even after such diseases as 
scarlet fever or diphtheria. Unless 
properly used sulphur is quite inef- 
fective. 

The room must be air tight. This 
does not mean doors and windows 
closed, but practically hermetically. | 
sealed. 

If possible, shut the windows so that 
they can be opened from the outside. 
It makes it easier on the one who 
must open the room after fumigation. 

Have on hand plenty of cotton bat- 
ting cut into strips three or four inches 
wide. This should be stuffed into all 
eracks around the doors and windows 
and in the keyholes. 

Cover a register or fireplace with un- 
bleached muslin tacked or pasted tight 
over the opening to prevent the fumes 
from escaping. An old fashioned blow- 
er can be used in the fireplace if the 
edges are stuffed tight. 

Open bureau drawers and closets 
and open and hang up bedding and 
any underclothing that may have been 
in the room. 

Toilet articles of silver or brass fur- 
nishings should not be used in a sick- 
room, as sulphur will ruin them. If 
they have been used, wash them off 
earefully with carbolic acid solution 
or some other disinfectant and remove 
them before fumigating. 

Buy rolled sulphur and break it into 
small pieces. Every 500 cubic feet of 
air space will take about a pound and 
three-quarters of sulphur. Three 
pounds to a reom ten feet square will 
answer.

A small preserving kettle should be 
in a deep dishpan and both 
raised from the floor by inverted flow- 
erpots or bricks. 

If the sulphur is saturated with alco- 
hol, it will burn better. It is well to 
investizate at the end of a half hour, 
for the sulphur may not have ignited. 
Do not open the room for twenty-four 
hours. 

If you cannot get at the windows 
from the outside, cover the mouth and 
nose with a damp cloth until the win- 
dow is reached and have a strong draft 
blowing from the hall. 

Let the room air for a day before 
using again and wash off the wood-

lon of hot water. 

For scarlet fever or diphtheria bed- 
ding should be burned or sent to be re- 
eovered. All toys that cannot be

CARE OF PLANTS. 


The Proper Way to Water Flowers 
Kept Indoors. 
There are three ways to water 


plants, two wrong ways and one right 
one. Many people adhere to the plan 
f frequent application of small 
amounts of water. Thus the soil about 
the top of the pot is constantly moist, 
but the lower two-thirds of the soil is 
entirely dry. By this method the up- 
per roots are nourished, while the lower 
roots, which demand water, soon die 
and the plant is continually in an un- 
healthy condition. 

Directly opposite to this is the plan 
of overwatering which many persons 
thoughtlessly follow. They water 
their plants thoroughly today. To- 
morrow they apply the same amount, 
and so they go from one day to anothb- 
er. The result is that the soil is kept 
saturated with moisture. It is in the 
condition of mud all the time, a con- 
dition that suits only aquatic plants 
and one in which the ordinary plant 
will soon become diseased. 

The stagnant water will sour the 
soil, and the roots will begin to decay. 
By and by the plant dies. Either of 
the above mentioned methods are 
equally destructive to healthy plants. 

There is only one right way. When 
you water a plant do it thoroughly— 
in fact, be sure every particle of soil 
is wet. Then do not apply any more 
until the surface of the soil is really 
dry. As long as the surface of the soil 
looks damp you may rest assured that 
the rest of it contains sufficient mois- 
ture. Enough should be given, as 
stated above, to completely saturate 
all the soil in the pot. If proper drain- 
age is given all surplus water—that is, 
all water that the soil cannot take up 
and hold—will run off at the bottom 
of the pot through the hoie cae

By proper drainage 
We mean that something must be 
placed in each pot to keep the soil 
from washing down and stopping aad 
the hole. | 

There should be at least one inch of |

use for drainage is old bits of broken | 
flower pots or broken bricks. Use| 
small pieces, not much larger than a} 
marble.

The constitution 
of the United States provides that each state shall choose as many 


electors as there are senators and representatives in congress from the 


state.

These candidates are placed on the 


general state ticket, and the set that receives a majority or a plurality | 


of the state vote is elected. 

What then? 

The presidential electors in each state meet at a designated point 
in the state on the second Monday in January following the general 
election and cast their ballots for president and vice president. Three

BULGARIA HAS 
BECOME RESTIVE 


Turkey Advised to Accept the 
Claim of Independence 


London, Oct. 14.—Bulgaria’s deter- 
mination to force Turkey to recognize 
her independence is the present danget 
point in the Balkaw situation. She is 
prepared to fight and her military ex- 
perts think she could make her way 
into Constantinople in a short time. 
Foreign experts are of the same opinion. 
The statement in a Paris dispatch 
that Great Britain would land “troops” 
to protect Constantinople in event of 
Bulgaria taking up arms is rather fool- 
Ish. Bulgaria would be in the sultan’s 
palace or driven back to her own 
frontier before England could get 
“troops” anywhere near the scene. 
Great Britain’s about-face on the 
limitation of the subjects to be dis- 
cussed at the coming European confer- 
ence has reopened the flood gates of 
negotiation, England is trying to con- 
fine the scope to as narrow limits as 
possible. She has advised Turkey to 
accept the independence of Bulgaria 
and annexation of Bosnia and Herze- 
govina as “accomplished facts.” 
Neither Bulgaria nor Austria will con- 
sent to*restore the status quo existing 
previous to Oct. 5. 


Shoe Firms Sign Agreement 

Lynn, Mass., Oct. 14.—Indications 
point to an eurly settlement of the 
lasters’ strike. Forty-two of the sixty- 
seven manufacturers in this city have 
signed the agreement which is, in ef 
fect, an agreement to accede to the de- 
mands of the strikers. This is eight 
more than the 50 percent of signatures 
demanded by the Lasters’ union before 
the question of returning to work 
would be given any consideration. ‘The 
proposition of these manufacturers 
will be presented by the lasters’ execu- 
tive board to the mass meeting today, 
and it is thought that the men will vote 
to return to work, 


Pothier Will Head Ticket 

Providence, Oct. 14.—Plans for the 
Republican state convention were per- 
fected at a meeting of the executive 
committee of the tepublican state 
central Committee held at Republican 
headquarters here. The Republican 
state ticket this year will be headed 
by Aram J. Pothier of Woonsocket, can- 
didate for governor, and Arthur W. 
Dennis of Providence, candidate for 
ieutenant governor. 


Minister Had Poor Metnory 

Nevada, Mo., Oct. 14.—Rev. W. H. 
Forse, aged 74, formerly pastor of a 
church here, pleaded guilty to bigamy 
and was sentenced to three years in the 
penitentiary. He admitted the charge 
when confronted by two of his four 
wives. His excuse was that his mem- 
ory was bad and that he could not al- 
Ways remember whether he was mar- 
ried. 


A Farmer's Murderous Deed 

Goldsberry, Mo., Oct. 14.—D. 0. Sea- 
man, a farmer, went to the district 
school, called out his two sons, aged 10 
and 12 years, shot one of them dead, 
mortally wounded the other and then 
shot and killed himself. The cause of 
the tragedy is not known.

Mrs. William F’. Weld, a member of 
one of the oldest and wealthiest Boston 
families, is dead.

Which Causes Much Rejoicing 
Lynn, Mass., Oct. 15.—The union 
lasters of Lynn, who have been on 
strike since Oct. 2 as a protest against 
the discharge of fifteen men by the 
Joseph Caunt company and the employ- 
ment of girls in their places, in alleged 
violation of a contract, have voted to re 
turn to work, the Caunt firm having 
agreed to reinstate the old employes. 
The strike threw out of employment 
thousands of operatives in the city, the 
largest shoe centre in the world. 

The wildest and most enthusiastic 
demonstration ever seen in Lynn oc- 
curred when the vote of the mass meet- 
ing of the lasters became known. Fully 
1100 men were in the hall, all members | 
in good standing of the Lasters’ and 
Lasting Machine Operators’ Independ- 
ent unions, and the remainder of the 
1500 strikers were outside anxiously 
awaiting the outcome. 

When the result of the vote was an- 
nounced pandemonium reigned su- 
preme both inside and outside of the 
hall, the overjoyed men throwing their 
coats and hats in the air to the accom- 
paniment of yells and cheers in several 
different languages. 

Sixty-seven factories have been af- 
fected by the strike, and although the 
number of lasters who went out was 
only about 1800, the shutting down of 
their departments necessitated the sus- 
pension of work in so many other de- 
partments that about 15,000 operatives 
were forced into idleness. The strikers 
have held firm throughout, but there 
has been no disorder. 

The principal cause of the original 
strike at the Caunt factory was the 
employment by the company of girls in 
the lasting department. There was 
also some dissatisfaction with the wage 
scale there. The lasters in the other 
factories were convinced that the work- 
ers at the Caunt shop were defending a 
principle which vitally affected all 
lasters and a sympathetic strike was 
called, and one after another of the fac- 
tories found itself without any lasters 
until] sixty-seven shops were involved. 

The strikers were enthusiastic and 
held frequent parades, all of which 
were carried on without any necessity 
of police interference. Soup kitchens 
were established by the local unions 
and the strikers were furnished with 
two meals a day. Pledges of support 
were received from other shoe manu- 
facturing centres. 

Early this week a tentative agree- 
ment was drawn up by which the 
mnenufactire ‘rs pledged themselves to 

take back all the men who had struck 
and to give due consideration to all dif- 
ferences which might arise over condi- | 


tions in their shops. ‘This document | 
was submitted to the manufacturers 
individually, and by noon’ yesterday

Iswo!lsky Agree on Pro 
gram For Conference of Powers 
London, Oct. 15.—According to what 

apparently is an inspired statement 

with regard to Russia’s position, which 


appears in The Times this morning, a 
practical agreement has been reached 
by M. Iswolsky and Sir Edward Grey, 
under which the conference of the pow- 
ers will discuss the question of com- 
pensation to Turkey, Servia and Monte- 


negro, but the Dardanelles question 
will be left for separate negotiations 


later, between Russia and Turkey. 

Russia agrees with the western pow- 
ers that the compensation given to Ser- 
via and Montenegro should not be at 
Turkey's expense, and holds that it is 
to Europe's interest to facilitate in 
every possible way Turkey's heavy task 
in completing the constitutional re- 
forms. 

According to the statement, Russia 
desires a revision of the agreements 
concerning the Dardanelles, but does 
not wish to make the revision a part of 
the conference program or to force it 
upon Turkey.

lieved, the wysterious disappearance 
four years ago of Frank J. Burns, a 
jewelry salesman, who was robbed and, 
it was believed, murdered. 

Mathews was hunting for some trace 


of William P. Stowers, who has been 
missing from Athol for a week, and 


stumbled across a pile of human bones, 
including the skull. He at once report- 
ed his find to the Athol police. 

Burns came to Athol late in 1904 and 
had with him his sample case, contain- 
ing gems valued at about $800. While 
visiting in Athol he disappenred, and 
no trace of him could be found. 

The jewel case was found, however, 
and Walter C. Smith was arrested, 
charged with larceny of the gems from 
Burns, and sentenced to fifteen years in 
prison, The body of Burns could not be 
found and there was no certainty that 
he had been murdered. 

The woods where the body was 
found had been searched, but they are 
so extensive that there was little chance 
of finding any clues. Mathews is un- 
familiar with the woods where the re- 
mains were found, but believes he can 
take the police to the spot, and officers 
will visit the locallty and take charge 
of the bones. An investigation will be 
made to learn, if possible, the cause 
of death and to determine if the re- 
mains are those of Burns. 

Crushed by Carwheels 

Boston, Oct. 19.—James J. O'Conner, 
aged 59, who conducted a grocery store 
and real estate office in Woburn and 
was one of the heaviest taxpayers of 
that city, was instantly killed by fall- 
ing from a train at the North station, 
O'Conner was passing through tho 
train to enter a forward car, carrying 
an armful of bundles.

Our Battleships Had a Strenu: 
ous Voyage to Japan 


GIVEN A SINCERE WELCOME 


Formal Exchange of Courtesies the 


Moment the Fleet Drops Anchore= 
Illuminations, Lantern Parade, Din- 
ners and Grand Ball In Honor of 
Americans**Sperry Says That Ok- 


Biect of Cruise Is Peac¢ful 


Yokobama, Oct. 19.—Storm-battered, 


but magniticent, the American battle- 


ship fleet lies in the harbor, the entire 
assemblage making a display unpre- 
cedented in the history of Yokohama, 
Shortly after the ships came to anchor, 
the mist which had shut out their com- 
ing cleared and a light breeze carried 
away the smoke from the saluting guns, 
revealing from the shore front the lines 
of white American ships of war, backed 
by the gray of the Japanese. ‘Two 
thousand school children sang the Am- 
anthem, the sound of 


erican national 
the singing reaching far over the wa- 
ters. 


The ships show the effect of the tre- 
mendous battering by the waves, which 
| is described by old officers as the worst 
The Kear- 
sarge, which got separated from fe 
fleet, only picked up the others early 
Sunday morning and is still undergoing 
repairs. Rear Admiral Sperry said that 
he was glad to arrive at Japan, and that 
he greatly appreciated the evidences of 
a sincere welcome. 

The moment the fleet dropped anchor 
the admirals, in formal dress, hastened 
from the tlagships of the various divi- 


sions to the flagship of the fleet, the 
Connecticut, which also was boarded by 
Japanese subordinate officers who 


rrange details. Shortly after- 
ward the admirals, accompanied by 
their staffs, proceeded to the flagship 
Mikasa of the Japanese fleet to pay an 
official call upon Vice Admiral Ijuin. 
The Japanese admirals immediately re- 
turned the call. After a brief visit the 
Japanese officers departed and as they 
went down the side the Japanese flag 
was broken out at the mainmastand the

Electric lights 
and lanterns were swinging every- 
where, and at a prominent point a huge 
design, In which the word “welcome” 
was spelled with brilliant lights, was 
surrounded by hundreds of American 
and Japanese flags The lantern 
parade, in which there were many 
flower floats, made an Inspiring spec- 
tacle, as thousands upon thousands of 
the little Japanese in quaint costumes 
and bright colors took part. 

AN of the Japanese warships were 
outlined in electric lights and each car- 
ried an American flag at {ts mainmast. 

Several dinners were given last even- 
ing in of the American officers. 
These were followed by a grand ball 
given by Governor Sufu of Kanagawa, 
at which 1500 people were present. 
During the course of his speech at the 
dinner Admiral Sperry said that the ob- 
ject of the cruise was the development 
of the fieet for peaceful purposes. He 
believed that nothing was ever likely 
to occur to break the traditional friend- 
ship of America and Japan.

Evidence That Broxers Handling !t 
Earned Fat Commissions 

New York, Oct. 21.—Evidence was 
introduced at the joint trial of Charles 
W. Morse, financier, and Alfred H. 
Curtis, former president of the defunct 
National Bank of North America, who 
are charged with conspiracy and vio- 
lation of the national banking laws, 
which made it appear that in the eight- 
een months between June, 1905, and 
November, 1907, the “Morse ice pool” — 
so known in financial circles—boughbt 
and sold stock of the American Ice 
company through  fifty-nine brokers 
and operated 111 accounts, slightly dif- 
ferentiated as to named, and that the 
pool brokers earned commissions dur- 
ing that period of upwards of $1,000,000.

President Makes Sharp Attack 
on Bryan and Gompers 


DENUNGIATION OF THE COURTS 


The Democratic Candidate Is Asked 


Whether He Repudiates or Shares 
Labor Leader’s View:*Assertion 
That They Would Legalize the Boy- 
cott and Blacklist and Prevent the 


Courts From Interfering In Riots 
Washington, Oct. 22.—Bounding 
again into the centre of the political 
campaign, President Roosevelt last 
bight made public a letter in which he 
tears away the veil which he believes 
has been put before the eyes of labor. 

It is one of the most sensational 
statements which has marked the cain- 
paign. In it Roosevelt charges that 
$rvan and Gompers ure allies, and 
challenges the Democratic candidate to 
make his position plain. 

The Republican party would uplift 
labor, says Roosevelt, but the remedies 
proposed by the Democrats are but an 
empty sham. He asserts that Taft's po- 
sition toward labor is clearly defined, 
and demands to know where Bryan 
stands. 

The president holds that) Gompers 
would have all legal restraint with- 
drawn from the boycott, and would fa- 
vor enactments legalizing secondary 
boycotts, blacklists, exempting unions 
from the consequences of such radical 
action, yet denying damages to firms 
whose business is destroyed. 

Gompers’ schemes are ridiculed as 
policies which will do labor more harm 
than good. A score of questions are ad- 
dressed to Bryan. One striking demand 
is that Bryan state whether he shares 
in Gompers’ denunciation of the courts 
or repudiates it. 

Some of the characteristic points in 
the president's letter follow: 

It has been my constant object to 
do everything in my power, both by 
administrative action and by endeavor- 
ing to secure legislative action, to ad- 
vance the cause of labor. 

I will do everything in my 
for the wage workers of the 
except to do what is wrong. 

I denounce as wicked the proposition 
to secure a law which, according to the 
explicit statement of Mr. Gompers, is 
to prevent the courts from effectively 
interfering with riotous violence. 

Special privilege is the bane of the 
workingman. 

Labor representatives should con- 
centrate and use their influence for the 
enactment of general measures culcu- 
lated to protect and not to destroy the 
remedy of injunction. 

Does Mr. Bryan believe with Mr. 
Gompers that he and that part of the 
labor movement that agrees with him 
has the right morally and should be 
given the right legally to paralyze or 
to destroy with impunity the business of 
an innocent third person? 

The letter is 4000 words in length and 
addressed to Senator Knox, who, when 
at the White House last week, reported 
to the president that labor was without 
doubt wandering from the Republican 
standard, but suggested that it might 
rally to the leadership of Theodore 
Roosevelt. 

It states that it is addressed to Sena- 
tor Knox because as a meniber of Roose- 
velt’s cabinet he was first to institute 
an action by which a widow of an en- 
gineer obtained recompense for negli- 
gence resulting in his death. Its dicta- 
tion shows that the administration un- 
derstands the present sensitive condi- 
tion of labor in general and railroad 
employes in particular.

BANK EXAMINER'S 
_ DISCOVERIES 


Moxie Tells How Morse’s End- 
less Chain Came to Grief 


New York, Oct. 22.—Into the testi- 
mony at the trial of Charles W. Morse 
and his co-defendant, Alfred H. Curtis, 
who are charged with conspiracy and 
violation of the national banking laws, 
was introduced the name of Miss Kate 
A. Wilson, secretary to Morse, and the 
prosecution produced witnesses who 
told of large loans made by the Na- 
tional Bank of North America, a Morse 
institution, to Miss Wilson. Edwin 
Moxey, a government bank examiner, 
was the principal witness to tell of the 
big loans made to the financier’s faith- 
ful secretary. Summed up, his testt- 
mony Was as follows:

“On her bare and unsupported note 
Morse would loan Miss Wilson a sum 
of money. Miss Wilson's note would 


he cashed by the National Bank of 
North Ameri¢a, and with the proceeds 
stock of the American Ice company 
would be purchased. Then the ice 
stock would be used to secure another 
loan from the bank. With the money 
thus secured bank stock would be pur- 
chased, and the bank stock aided fn 
supporting the ice stock pools in which 
Morse and other financiers were inter- 
ested. The failure to raise the price of 
ice stock above par was what caused the 
break in the endless chain.” 

The lawyers for the defense objected 
repeatedly to the line of questions 
asked the witness by the government 
lawyers, but Judge Hough sustained the 
prosecution, and the above description 
of the Wilson loans was put upon the 
records, piece by piece, until the chain 
was complete. 


Duke !s Seeking Sympathy 

Turin, Oct. 22—The Duke of the 
Abruzzi, whose mysterious disappear- 
ance a few days ago led to the report 
that he had left Turin with the inten- 
tion of proceeding to the United States, 
has been visiting Princess Clotilde, the 
aunt of King Victor Emmanuel, at Mon- 
calieri for the purpose of interesting her 
in his cause. The duke’s plans with 
regard to his reported engagement to 
Miss Katherine Elkins are being kept 
a profound secret. He has even dis- 
pensed with his aide and valet in order 
to be completely free. 


Successtul Dash For Liberty 

Tiptonville, Tenn., Oct.’ 22.—Un- 
harmed, save numerous scratches re- 
ceived in a thirty-hour trip through un- 
familiar woods and the fatigue incident 
to the trip without food and the mental 
strain, Judge R. Z. Taylor reached here 
yesterday after a miraculous escape 
from night riders at Reelfoot lake, who 
murdered his partner, Captain Quentin 
Tuesday night. Taylor’s es- 
cape is due to a daring dash for liberty 
while the night riders were disputing 
among themselves the best way to kill 
him. 


Powder Trade 

New York, Oct. 22.—That a 90 per- 
cent monopoly of the powder trade in 
the United States had been obtained 
by methods such as thecutting of prices 
to about $1 in certain states, while 
maintained at $6.75 elsewhere, was the 
substance of testimony given against 
the so-called powder trust at a con- 
tinued hearing of the case here. The 
litigation is a federal suit against the 
combine for alleged violation of the 
Sherman auti-trust law. 


Monopoly in 


Record Output of Money 
Washington, Oct. 22.—A total of $1,- 
297,263,420 in new money was printed 
and circulated by the bureau of engrav- 
ing and prtating during the last fiseal 
year, according to the annual report of 
Director Ralph, who says that the out- 
put was larger than in any previous 
year In the bureau's history. The bu- 
reau also prepared and delivered 75,- 
666,338 sheets of postage stamps.

Investigation fo 
Build Up Character 


The necessity of investigation and 
the continued treatment of cases was 
the subject of Jeffrey’ R. Brackett, 
member of the Massachusetts State 
Board of Charity, formerly for sever- 
al years president of the Department 
of Public Charities of Baltimore at 
the Massachusetts State Conference of 
Charities at Fall River on Wednes- 
day morning. He said in part: 

“In every community, some one 
agency or person should be respon- 
sible for seeing that the needs of each 
particular applicant for relief are 
dealt with thoroughly. Thorough 
treatment includes a painstaking in- 
vestigation at the beginning and con- 
tinued treatment through to the close, 
—until a plan for improvement is ac- 
complished, or all reasonable efforts 
for it have been made. Thus each 
needy ‘person is to be some person's 
or agency’s particular care, although 
some of the work may be left to a 
co-operating agency. 

Such a conception of the absolute 
need of thoroughness is fundamental, 
if our work is to be truly charitable 
and social service. Surely, public 
aid officials should try to do the best 
possible constructive work withsuch 
needy persons as they undertake to 
deal with, and their aim should be to

ROLLS EXTENSIVELY PADDED 


From Tento Twenty Thousand Names 
Wrongfully 


Said to Have Been 
Listed by Republicans==Democrats 
Will See That Men ‘‘From Pennsy!l- 
vania and Canada’’ Do Not Vote 


In the Empire State 
New York, Oct. 238.—Charges 
made by Chairman Conners of the Dem- 
ocratic state committee that the Re- 
publican organizations in up-state coun- 
ties have padded the registration roils 
with anywhere from 10,000 to 20,000 
names, and to prevent the casting of a 
fraudulent vote, Conners says, the ex- 
ecutive committee has appointed a state 
law committee, with Alton B. Parker 
as chairman. Conners says that the 
law committee will be composed of 
about 500 attorneys, and that on elec- 
tion day these attorneys will be assisted 
by special deputies in each election dis- 
trict to see that ballots are honestly 
cust and counted. The state chairman 
declures that for each conviction of 
fraudulent voting the state committee 
will give a reward. Conuers said: 
“There will be no voting of dead men 
by the Republicans in this election, and 
the state committee will see that our op- 
ponents are hot permitted to run men 
over from Vennsylvania and Canada to 
vote them in this state. Already we 


are 


have discovered hundreds of cases of 
fraudulent registration up-state. and 


have succeeded in having the pames 
stricken from the lists. In Allegheny 
county alone we found 348 cases of 
fraudulent registration and 148 cuses 
in Washington county. 

“There are between 10,000 and 20,- 
000 cases of this fraudulent registra- 
tion up-state and we are going to stop 
this illegal voting this year. Wewanta 
square deal. We are not going to buy 
the election, and we have not got the 
money io buy it h, anyway. We 
don't propose to have the Republicans 
rob us as they have done in the past.” 

National Chairman Mack declared 
last night that the change in Mr. Taft's

From the an- 
nual return of the Old Colony Street 
Railway Company to the Railroad 
Commissioners for the year ending 
September 30, 1907, it appears that 
the company declared a 4 per cent. 
dividend on $7,712,200 or $308,488, and 
had a surplus of $95,782 for the year, 
an inerease in the surplus over the 
year before of $30,846. The gross 
earnings of the company from opera- 
tion were $2,781,955; operating ex- 
penses were $1,787,600, leaving $994,- 
as net earnings from operation 

The following extracts appeared in 
the Quincy Daily Ledger of last year 
and were part of the proceedings of 
a Council meeting at City Hall: “The | 
Mayor forwarded a communication re- 
ceived from the chairman of the} 
Railroad Commissioners relative to 
complaints of street car service in 
Quincy. The chairman states: “The 
heating and ventilation of street cars 
has been the subject of a general in- | 
quiry upon which official report will} 
soon be made. There has been much 
and well grounded dissatisfaction in 
Quincy with the running time of cars. 
At the hearing it became quite evi- 
dent that the one remedy would be} 
construction of additional tracks. It 
has been our understanding that ‘lo- 
cations needed have been granted and 
approved by us, and we had supposed 
that the work of construction of the} 
tracks had been undertaken.” 

In the Quincy Daily Ledger, issue |

of December 19, 1907, the 

item appeared concerning the “new 
line to Fore River’ via Chubbuck} 
street and Des Moines road: “The} 


street railway company reports that 
the rails, ties and two-thirds of the 
special work to be used in the double 
tracking of Hancock street and for 
the new line to the Fore River has 
been received in Quincy and _ that 
work building these extensions will 
be commenced with the opening of 
spring.”

Dangers and National Defence.” She} 
gave a calm and forceful but dispas- 
sionate presentation of the reasons 
for the abelition of war. 

Mrs. Mead began by quoting Ruskin 


who once said, we should not know 
the devil if we saw him. She thought 
we did not recognize our own real 
enemies, they being chiefly of our 
own household; accident, fire and} 
disease, all largely preventable. By 
actual count, we have killed by avoid- 

able accidents in the last four years al 
80,000 more victims than the civil war 


had. 
Occasionally a theatre fire or school 


disaster arrests attention for a time, 
but we yearly slaughter more people 


than war. 

Ruskin speaks, said Mrs. Mead of 
the crime of destroying the efficacy of 
tuan’s labor, yet we are constantly 
wasting his efforts and the products 
of such labor, The destruction of 
property in homes and forests last 
year reached $270,000,000 while in 
Switzerland and _ other countries 
means are taken to protect the forests 
and towns from engine sparks and 
other causes of fire. Simple lack of 
foresight in this country has destroy- 
ed almost $1,200,000,000 worth of prop- 
erty in five years independent of loss- 
es from forest fires. Such want of 
foresight is lack of good citizenship. 

Mrs. Mead also alluded to the 
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most fatuous of 
our products, 
drained in a 


nations. Our = hife, 
our property are being 
most astounding way. 
Our timber is rapidly disappearing 
and it has been impossible to get any 
appropriation to save it, although only 
the cost of one warship was asked 
for. Irs. Mead believes that we need 
fear no more wars’ with European 
powers if armed forces do not stir up 


strite Her remedy in a Supreme 
Tribunal of the Nations to arbitrate 
difficulties. Two Peace Congresses 


have been held and there will be a 
third. The speaker felt that, if any 
two European nations would join in 
an Alliance with us and agree that 
instead of making war on any inimical 
power, they would simply withdraw 
their trade from such power, in case 
war, such procedure 
would quickly lead to arbitration and 
save life and property. Such an 
agreement made for ninety years 
would practically eliminate war 
among civilized nations. She closed 
with an appeal to all to make war on 
war, Not, she said, that we should 
disband all armies at once which 
would indeed have evils of its own, 
but we should call a halt where we 
stand and divert the money to better 
uses. 

The United States spends two thirds 
of its revenue On army and navy and 
the results of war. It has but one 
third left for the actual expenses of 
government in all its departments. 
So much good might be done with 
that other two thirds now largely 
wasted on warships at $10,000,000 a 
piece. Mrs. Mead spoke feelingly of 
the pathetic effort Japan has just 
made, at e-normous expense which she 
could ill afford, to prove her friendli- 
ness to us in the welcome to our ships 
and the efforts of “Yellow journals” 
to precipitate war were strongly 
scored. The address showed a world 
wide knowledge of affairs and the 
audience gave close altention to a 
subject rather new to most of them.

er realization. 4oth Austria-Hungary 
and Bulgaria are adopting a policy of 
moderation. Baron Von Aebrenthal, 
the Austro-Hungarian foreign minis- 
ter, announces that his government is 
ready to enter the congress to discuss 
the annexation of Bosnia and Herze- 
govina, providing the discussion re- 
spects Austria’s “sovereign rights” in 
those provinces, while the Bulgarian 
government is now reconciled to the 
payment of pecuniary compensation to 
Turkey. 

A further rapprochement between 
the contending parties is expected to 
result from the visit of Emperor Will- 
fam to the Austrian emperor and Arch- 
duke Francis, who is regarded as the 
prime mover in <Austria’s forward 
policy in the Balkans. 

M. Milovanovics, the Servian foreign 
minister, has arrived in London. ‘To 
his policy of moderation at a critical 
moment is attributed the fact that Ser- 
via is not plunged in a war adventure. 
He will confer with Foreign Secretary 
Grey during his stay here, and the con- 
ferences are expected to contirm Ser- 
via in a policy of peace.

TAFT’S TUMULTUOUS WELCOME 


His Appearance In Madison Square 


Garden the Signal For. Cheering 


Which Lasted Nineteen Minutes== 


Great Republican Parade=<Bryan, 


Speaking In Tour Along the Hud- 


son River, Predicts His Success 
New York, Oct. 29.—The Republican 
campaign in New York city reached a 
Climax last night when William H. 
Hughes

Square Gare ae un to un audience that filled 
the enormous amphitheatre. 

Their appearance at Madison Square 
Garden came at the end of a day thet, 
from a political viewpoint, was one of 
the most remarkable on record. During 
the day Taft spoke at fourteen meet- 
ings and Hughes spoke fifteen times. 
Then last night, while the Madison 
Square meeting was in progress, a giant 
parade was wending its way through a 
downpour of rain down through the 
heart of the city. ‘These were only the 
main features of the day. 

Hours before the doors of the garden 
were thrown open long lines of ticket 
holders had formed. There is no other 
hall in New York that holds such a vast 
audience as Madison Square Garden, 

Splendid police arrangements pre- 
vented any unseemly crowding when 
the doors were opened shortly after rain 
began to fall. The crowd flowed into 
the big auditorium from entrances on 
all four sides, and in half an hour the 
four gallery tiers of seats were filled 
and the reserved seats on the main floor 
had partly filled. The police had to 
close the doors at 8 and bar all but re- 
served seat ticket holders. 

When Hughes entered the hall the 
crowd, which tilled every available 
space in the auditorium, cheered him 
for sixteen minutes without stopping. 
Hughes made a Characteristic address, 
which was received enthusiastically. 

But it remained for Taft to inspire 
the greatest demonstration. It was

As the Cheering continued min- 
ute after u re ute Taft grew more seri- 
ous and tried to compe! silence by hold- 
ing up his hand, but this simply caused 
more thunderous cheering than ever. 

General Porter, who presided, stood 
beside Taft and finally secured com- 
parative quiet. Then he introduced Taft 
as “our next president’ and the cheer- 
ing started again. When it stopped 
Taft started his speech. His voice was 
very hoarse and he made his address 
brief 

“| ie inspiration of this presence, no 
mitter what happens on Nov, 3, will 
alwa ays be the sweetest memory of my 
life.” said Taft. This sentence won 
the audience to the candidate at once. 
He added: “The spirit of loyal Repub- 
licanism that is instinct in this audi- 
ence mukes me rejoice that I have al- 
ways been a Republican,’ 

A moment later the candidate com- 
mended the Roosevelt policies, and an- 
other shout of approval went up. 

Mr. Taft briefly reviewed the work 
of the Republican party. Because of 
the huskiness of his voice he spoke for 
less than ten minutes. He stood for a 
few minutes on the platform before 
leaving the hall, smiling broadly as the 
thousands cheered him and shouted that 
he would win. . 

Senator Lodge, in a speech previous 
to the arrival of Taft, declared Bryan 
unfit to be president because of indefi- 
nite, unsettled policies and lack of, ex- 
ecutive ability. 

tefore going to Madison Square Gar- 
den Taft spoke at Cooper Union. There 
he discussed the labor question in 
greater detail than he has heretofore. 
He endeavored to explain the labor de- 
cisions he rendered while on the bench 
which have been made the basis of po- 
litical attacks. During the evening 
Taft also addressed gatherings at the 
Zion African Methodist Episcopal 
ebureh, Camp Hughes, Camp Taft, the 
Thalia theatre on the Bowery and Hu- 
ber’s casino. 

The march of the Republican cohorts 
to the garden was not the least spec- 
tacular feature of the occasion. Un- 
daunted by a persistent drizzle which 
{made tramping through four miles of 
city streets anything but a pleasant 
task, fully 6000 of the faithful trudged 
their way down Fifth avenue, their 
spirits excited by outbursts of martial 
music and their narrowing horizon 
made rosy by red fire. 

Sparsely fringing the roadway stood 
the unregenerate. under shelter of 
glistening umbrellas. From these came 
unappreciated humor and meterological 
remarks about Bryan and Kern puddles. 
which fell on unheeding ears. With red 
fire flanking them, the marchers passed 
on disdainfuily, their collars turned up, 
their steps giving out a wet squeaking 
as they went. Among the marchers 
the decorative accessories varied, al- 
though all had red fire. Many flaunted 
badges and flags, some carried red

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white and blue umbrellas, while others 
sported top hats. 

The automobiles in which were the 
Republican gubernatorial candidate 
and members of the reception commit- 
tee overtook the procession at Forty- 
second street and, preceded by a_ de- 
tachment of grand marshals on horse- 
back, rushed through the marching 
hosts, the paraders falling back on 
either side of the avenue to let them 
by. In this fashion the 6000 were re- 
viewed, the governor bowing his ac- 
knowledgments from behind the raised 
window of his Limousine. 

Bryan a “Up-State 

Albany, Oct. 29.—The feature of Mr 
Bryan's tour up-state was the appear- 
ance on the platform here last night, 
Where he presided, of former United 
States Senator Hill. It was the first 


time in several years that Hill had at- | 


tended such a gathering, so that when 
he stepped forward to introduce De- 
mocracy’s leader the great crowd which 
packed the hall rose and wildly cheered. 

While disavowing that he was now 
in politics, 
heartily in favor of the election of Bry- 
an. Referring to the Republican 
charge that a panic would follow Bry- 
an’s election, Hill 
would not be a business panic, “but it 
will be panie on the part of the hun- 
dreds of thousands of federal  office- 
holders and public officials who wil 
have to surrender their places to the 
victorious party.” 


Mr. Bryan got an ovation as he arose | 


to speak, the audience’ reluctantly 
obeying the waving of his hand to them 
to become quiet. He expressed his 
appreciation of the cordial welcome he 
had received and said he believed that 
the Democratic party was going to wir 
a great victory. “This victory is going 


to be won by the co-operation of the} 


east and the west, the north and the 
south,” he said, “and it will cement the 
Democratic party as a fighting force.” 
He urged support of the Democratic 
state and tickets, be- 
cause, he said, they were fighting on

Emperor’s Object In Inv ting Our 
Fleet to Japan 

Kalispell, Mont., Oct. 29.—That the 
Atlantic fleet was sent to Japan at the | 
request of the emperor to overawe his 
subjects was the statement made by 
United States Senator Dixon in an ad- 
dress here. Dixon said it was known 
at Washington long before the fleet 
started on its spectacular voyage around 
the world that the sentiment of many 
of the people of Japan was likely to 
bring on war. This sentiment was not 
sbared by the ruler and his councillors, 
but was so great that they could make 
po headway against it. 

Then it was that the emperor de 
cided to ask President Roosevelt to as- 
sist him in clearing the situation by 
sending a large and imposing fleet to 
strike terror to the hearts of those Jaj- 
anese subjects who insisted on wart 
with a power of whose immense re- 
sources they knew nothing. It was to 
be an object lesson. 

President Roosevelt was communi 
eated with and later the plan was ap- 
proved and the great fleet prepared for 
dts trip around the world. The object 
lesson, said the senator, was success- 
ful, even before our fleet reached the 
shores of the isl: ind empire, 


MYSTERY SHROUDS 
DOUBLE TRAGEDY 


Man and Woman. Die Without 
Making a Statement 


Greenfield, Mass., Oct. 29.—Benja- 
min E. Gaines, 39 years old, and Miss 
Harriet M. Wing, aged 29, were found 
in a dying condition from bullet wounds 


in front of the girl's boarding place 
last night. Neither was able to make 
any statement before death. 

The tragedy was discovered by Miss 
Jennie Reed, who, hearing groans, 
found the girl lying on the ground near 
the piazza, where she had probably 
fallen when shot, and Gaines hanging 
over the piazza railing, with his head 
and trunk on the outside. A revolver 
was also found on the piazza. 

Medical Examiner Twitchell was 
called and ordered the body of Miss 
Wing, who was then dead, taken to an 
undertaking establishment, and Gaines 
Was rushed to a hospital. Miss Wing 
had three bullet wounds in her riguat 
breast. Gaines was suffering from a 
bullet wound in the right temple. He 
died about 10:30. 

A peculiar feature of the shooting is 
the fact that, although the shots were 
heard at G40 o'clock, the tragedy was 
not discovered until two hours after it 
had occurred. Henry Bates, at whose 
house the girl boarded, heard the four 
shots, but he thought that someone was 
shooting a dog. The house is located 
on a street used by many pedestrians 
and vehicles and why the two bodies 
had not been discovered before is some- 
thing the police are unable to under- 
stand. 

Although the police are of the opin- 
fon that Gaines did the shooting, that 
cannot be definitely ascertained. No 
clue to the motive can be learned. 
Both Miss Wing and Gaines were well 
known, popular and respected. 

Gaines had been keeping company 
with Miss Wing for over a year and 
as far as is known there had never been 
any estrangement between them nor 
cause for jealousy on the part of either. 
They were both of a particularly pleas- 
ant disposition.

St. Petersburg, Oct. 29.—After an im- 
prisonment of eleven months and five 
days, Nicholas Tschaikovsky, the Rus- 
sian revolutionist, was yesterday  af- 
ternoon released on $25,000 bail, pend- 
ing trial. Tschaikovsky remains under 
police surveillance and will therefore 
be unable to go abroad immediately, as 
he expected. ‘The rigors of prison life 
apparently have made little impression 
upon Tschaikovsky’s physical and men- 
tal condition.

His neck was 
burned through in a few seconds by the 
hot wire, completely severing his head 
from his body.

Sofia, Oct. 29.—The fourteenth na- 
tional Bulgarian assembly was con- 
vened for its autumn session yesterday 
afternoon. The speech from the throne 
wus read by Emperor Ferdinand, and 
wis eminently pacific in character. 
He defended the recent course of his 
government. 

The emperor drove from the palace 
to the parliament, and this was made 
the occasion of a brilliant military dis- 
play. <A salute of twenty-one guns was 
fired as the royal issued 
from the palace grounds in the centre 
of the town. The emperor everywhere 
was greeted with enthusiastic 
which were redoubled when Ferdinand 
reached the building. 

The cabinet led the way into the 
chamber, taking their places around 
the foot of the throne. The king sent- 
ed himself and read his speech. He 
then arose and called for cheers for 
“the Bulgarian ezardom and people,” to 
which those gathered within the build- 
ing heartily responded. 

The Bulgarian national assembly fs 
one of the most democratic legislatures 
in Europe. It is composed of a single 
chamber and its members are elected 
directly by the people.

With Great Secrecy 

London, Oct. 29.—Suffragette dis- 
turbances have driven the government 
to the 


unusual course of temporarily 


closing the strangers and ladies’ gal 
leries in the Louse of commons. This 


Was announced by the speaker in re- 
spouse to a question from Premier As- 
qguith and Mr, Balfour, the leader of the 
opposition, as parliament was adjourn- 
ing last night. 

During the the evening, 
while the house was discussing the 
licensing bill, a sensation was caused by 
the display of w placard and sudden 
shrill cries from the ladies’ gallery de- 
munding votes for women, while simul 
tuneously a bundle of handbills  ftlut- 
tered duwu from the strangers’ gallery 
at the opposite end of the chamber and 
a mun shouted protests aguiust “injus- 
tice to women.” 

Attendants hurried to

gallery sounds were heard of a desper- 
ate struggle. Two suffragettes had 
firmly chained themselves to the grille

Ten minutes later there was another 
dramatic scene, a man in the strangers’ 
gallery flinging another bundle of bills 
down upon the and = shouting 
“why don’t you give women votes and 
relieve the unemployed?” 

Attendants rushed upon him, but he 
resisted fiercely the attempts made to 
carry him bodily from the gallery. Af- 
ter a desperate struggle, the attendants 
succeeded in ejecting the man. 

About the same time a large body of 
suffragettes made a demonstration out- 
side the parliament building and fifteen 
of them were arrested. 

The removal of the two militant suf- 
fragettes presented a comical scene to 
those in the corridors. Both of the of- 
fenders were laughing heartily as they 
were escorted by a of police- 
men, one of the officers carrying a por- 
tion of the ironwork of the grille to 
which the women were chained. They 
were conducted into a committee room 
and workmen were summoned to file off 
the iron from the chains, which were 
securely padlocked around the women’s 
waists. It was found that the chains 
had been carefully padded to prevent 
noise and betrayal when the suffra 
gettes entered the ladies’ gallery. 

According to their companions, the 
whole thing had been planned before- 
band with great secrecy. One band 
was to demonstrate outside the build- 
ing, another in the lobby of the house 
and a third in the gallery.

MAKING POLITICAL CAPITAL 


China Much Pleased at the Visit of 
American Squadron 

Amoy, Oct. 3O0.—Eight battleships, 
tomprising the second squadron of the 
American Atlantic fleet, under com- 
mand of Rear Admiral Emory, arrived 
here this morning after an uneventful 
Voyage from Yokohama. To the Chi- 
hese the visit of the Americans is of 
far-reaching importance and every 
preparation has been made to impress 
pon the representatives of the United 
China's desire for even more 
cordial relations with the republie 
than have hitherto prevailed, 

The sixteen ships of the fleet left 
Yokohama together on Sunday morning, 
but divided into two squadrons when 
two days out, the first, under com- 
mand of Rear Admiral Sperry, heading 
for Olongapo, P. L., and the second 
bound for Amoy. The two squadrons 
will join forces again at Manila on 
Noy. i. 

Chinamen of exalted rank will take 
part in the festivities. China today Is 
Struggling to preserve the territorial fa- 
tegrity of Mongolia and Manchuria from 
the encroachments of Russia and 
Japan, and the presence of the Amer- 
ican battleships at Amoy is welcome to 
the Tekin government because of the 
interpretation that China has chosen to 
give to this friendly act—that the Unit- 
ed States is inclined to support her ia 
her contentions with her neighbors—an 
interpretation that Is not recognized of- 
ficiaily but own mak- 
ing, the desire in this case being father 
to the thought. 


POLICE DESCEND 
ON POOL ROOMS 


Nearly Three Hundred Arrests 
In a Gotham Raid 


New York, Oct. 30.—Two spectacular 
alleged pool rooms were made 
at different places on the 
of the city. In the aggregate 
280 prisoners were taken and in addi- 
tion it is said that a considerable quan- 
tity of gambling paraphernalia was 
contiscated. So great was the haul that 
there were not sufficient cells at police 
headquarters to accommodate the priv 
oners, and it was necessary to distribu/ 

them among five other police stations, 

In preparing for the raids, whic 
were made at the instance of Deput 
Police Commissioner Bughere and ove 
the heads of the inspector and captain of 
the precinct, extraordinary precautions 
were taken to make it successful. The 
raiders all were picked men from vari- 
ous stations in Manhattan and Brook- 
lyn. 

A contingent from the traffic squad 
Was also pressed into service. At both 
the houses raided it was necessary to 
use axes in gaining entrance, and at 
one of them the heavy iron doors were 
impregnable, and it was necessary to 
breach the wall of the building. Not 
one inmate of either house escaped ar- 
rest. 

Large crowds watched the police at 
their work and jeered the prisoners as 
they were hustled away to the prisons 
in patrol wagons.

Sofia, Oct. 30.—The Bulgarian gov- 
ernment, in reply to the note recently 
presented by Great Britain, France and 
Russia, requesting Bulgaria to give as- 
surances of abstention from mobilisa- 
tion pending the proposed international 
congress, undertakes not to call out 
fresh reserves or adopt any measures 
that might disturb the peace.
